Representative Ferris Proposes Plan 
to Oped) tip Alaskan Fields Fear 
Development. 


Washington, Feb. 9.— A plan to 
open up the coal lands of Alaska 
through a leasing system was pro­ 
posed in a bill introduced in the 
house today by Representative Fer­ 
ris of Oklahoma as a part of the 
administration program for the de­ 
velopment of the resources of the 
territoy. 
The bill was the result of 
conferences between Secretary Lane 
of the interior department and mem­ 
bers of the house and senate public 
lands committee held for 
several 


The measure will allow the secre­ 
tary of interior to lease for private 
development the government 
coal 
lands in Alaska in blocks of forty 
acres, or multiples che-’eof up 
to 
250 acres. 
No 
single 
developer 
would be allowed to take up more 
than 2,650 acres and no claims ag­ 
gregating moie than that amount 
could be combined: under penalty of 
forfeiture. 
Stringent 
provisions 
against possible combination for con 
trot of the lands would impose jail 
sentence of three years and a fine 
as the penalty for joint ownership 
of more than the prescribed allot­ 
ment. 
The leases would be indefinite in 
term dependent upon the working 
of the mine, but the secretary Xfrould 
be allowed to alter the condition of 
the lease every twenty years. 
The 
fund secured by these leases would 
be applied to the “development im­ 
provement and betterment of the ter­ 
ritory of Alaska,” parti-ularly 
to 
the building of 
the 
railroad planned in the bill which 
has already passed the senate and 
is now pending in the house.
